Referring to the. anniversary of the 
bitthdny of the: Empress-Dowager the 
Shanghai Moveury” saya: There ean bo 
no doubt that thore has been a con 
siderable veer round. in foreign senti- 
mont towards the Empress, who is now 
looked upon with a good denl more favour 
thun in former times. This change of feel" 
ing {s perhaps Inrgely due-to the relaxation | 
of the oxclusiveness formerly surrounding 
ithe Chinese Throne, and also unquesy 
tionably ta the conviction that « chang 
has taken placo in the views _of he 
Majesty, and the belief that she is now ag 
fayourablo to reasonable reforms in the 
Chinese Empire ax sho was formerly 
unreasonably oppoed thereto, How far 
that boliof is justified wo do not intend 
to inquire ut the present timo, but it is 
worthy of note that there hus always 
boon the greatest uncertainty as to what 
wore tha real opinions and intentions of 
her Majosty, almost as great as thd 
mnyatery surrounding her origin and career, 
One account - of, her origin, which 
hax been repented time after timo and 
has up doubt been widely credited, is that 
she was the daughter of a poverty strickon 
Tartar, and that she gold herself to a Chi- 
nese General in order to save her parents 
from beggary, It is probable that. this 
story ix entirely apocryplial. On the other 
hand, it hus beenstated that she is descended 
in an unbroken line from one of the oldest 
and noblest Manchu families. Whateyer 
her origin, whether she wns princess or bog- 
gar, there appears to be no doubt that she 
isa Manchu, and that in ber youth she had 
been poxessed of great beauty and attrac- 
tiveness necording to Manchu staudards. 
She also appears to hve been exceedingly 
well educated; and this fact probably dis- 
poses of the tale of her lowly origin. 
There can be no doubt, however, that she 
was endowed with moro thau ordinary 
mental ability, and that she wus possessed 
of courage and resource in an extraordinary 
degree. If the version of the methods with 
which she ig credited of obtnining her posi- 
tion as the de facto ruler of China are at 
all veracious, her career has been as 
remarkable as anything that has ever 
been created hy the most imaginative

BONZES IN FUKIZN 
: PROVINCE. . 


Chinese Officials Anzions. 


(From our Carvespondent.) . 
Amoy, November 16. _ 

The Fukien Province’ is apparently 
suffering from aplethora of Buddhist Bonzés 
from Japan, who are giving tho. provincial 
authorities a good deal’ of trouble, 80 
much eo is this the case, that’ the Min- Che 
Viceroy, HE.» Sung Shou, has beon 
soverely denounced by Peking Censors on 
the churye of incapacity and weakness, in 
that he hed 'not beou able hitherto to deal 
satisfactorily with this matter. 

H.E. Tuan Fang, of the Liang Kiang 
Provinces, has therefore been commanded 
by the Throno to investignte theso charges, 
and it is evon suggested that Governor 
Tang Shno-yi- will. be promoted to be 
Viceroy ‘of the Min-Cho province in placa 
of tho Manchu, Sung Shou. =” 

This matter is undoubtedly scrioua, for 
if the Japanese Buddhist priests get o 
strong foothold in this provinco, it is 
hound to load to trouble in the fature, 
For even now there are strange rumoura 
going about all over tho southern half of 
the province that, Japan wants to take 
fold of Fukien, and the ignoruné people 
will only be playing into the bands of the 
Japaneso if they chango over from, thoir 
‘own form of Chiness Buddhism ‘to o 
Japanese variety, Moreover, the idoo has 
got abroad that many of these so-called 
bonzes aro only spies in disguise, sont over 
to spy out the land, and prepare the way 
for the future occupation, So that, if 
Jupan really wauts.to avoid creating euspi- 
cion in tho minds of the Chinese Govern- 
ment as wellas the common people, it is 
essential that thoy should take some pains 
to restrain their agenta and nationals 
stirring up strife in China.
